1 . (Currently amended) A vehicle seat for supporting a passenger, [[said]] 
the seat comprising: 
a seat frame; 

a video monitor mounted on the seat frame; and 



programmed with image editing software for allowing a passenger to add new image 



having to connect an external image processing device ^ to the v i deo monitor to 
process the digital input. 

2. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 
wherein the video monitor is mounted on a back of the seat frame for viewing from 
behind the vehicle seat. 

3. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein the digital 
processor includes an interface for connecting the processor to an external data 
source. 

4. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein 
the processor includes an interface for accepting digital images from a passenger; 
whereby images from the passenger can be edited. 

5. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 3 wherein 
the interface includes a universal serial bus (USB) port. 

6. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein 
said digital processor is further configured to generate a digital travel log from the one 
or more images.

8. (Currently amended) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim [[711 1 
wherein sa i d digital images recorded from the d i gita l camera include images captured 
ffom- a digital camera mounted on ffthei] an outer surface of an i n - f li ght aircraft 
provides images to the digital input ; whereby the digital processor allows a passenger 
to add new image content to c o n e dit digital images taken by the mounted camera. 

9. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 6 wherein 
said processor is further configured to merge the one or more images into one digital 
image. 

10. (Previously presented) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 further 
comprising a digital camera mounted on said seat frame operatively connected to said 
processor for providing digital input to the processor; whereby a passenger can edit 
digital images taken by the seat-mounted camera. 

1 1 . (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 0 wherein the digital 
camera is mounted on the rear surface of the seat back for recording images of behind 
the vehicle seat. 

12. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 further comprising a 
control device operatively connected to said processor for controlling operation of said 
processor. 

13. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 12 wherein said 
control device comprises a remote control device operatively connected to said 
processor by an electromagnetic signal. 

14. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said 
processor is operatively connectable to a printer for printing images. 
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15. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said 
processor is operatively connectable to a camera remote from the seat for providing 
digital input to the processor. 

16. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 15 in combination with 
the vehicle wherein the camera is mounted on an exterior surface of the vehicle. 

17. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein the said 
processor is operatively connectable to a transmitter for sending information output by 
the processor to a location remote from the vehicle. 

18. (Currently amended) An aircraft comprising: 
a fuselage having a passenger cabin; and 

a plurality of passenger seats mounted within the cabin, at least one of the seats 
comprising: 

a seat frame; 

a video monitor mounted on the seat frame; and 

a digital processor operatively connected to the video monitor for processing a 
digital input for display as an image on the video monitor, the digital processor 
programmed with image editing software for allowing a passenger to add new image 
content to organize and ed i t any one or more images from the digital input. 

19. (Currently amended) The aircraft in accordance with Claim 18 further 
comprising a digital camera for viewing an environment surrounding the aircraft, 
wherein the processor receives inGk^es--an4nteFfaGe-fof--a€GeptinQ-d ig ita I images from 

the digital camera, whereby the digital processor allows a passenger to add content to 
digital images of the surrounding environment. a -pass e fK3 e r-;--wher- e bv4mages--ffom--t - h e 
passenger can be edited. 
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20. (Currently amended) The aircraft in accordance with Claim [[18 11 19 
wherein the proc ess or i s f urth e r configur e d to mi x image editing software allows mixing 
ofpersonal images with content provided by the a i rcraft digital camera. 

21. (New) The aircraft of claim 19, wherein the image editing software allows 
for adding text to images and merging of images. 
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
